BLAMED FOR CRASH

Change in Valve System 
of Shenandoah Was 
Contributing Cause to 
Disaster Says German. 


Lakehurst, N. J., September 30.— | 


(P)—An opinion that the primary 
cause of the wrecking of the airship 
Shenandoah was a failure of the offi- 
cers in charge to heed danger signals 


that were “shrieking out loud,” was 


expressed to the naval court of in- 


quiry here today by Captain Anton 


Heinen, former German Zeppelin 
pilot, who instructed the crew of the 
American dirigible. 

Asserting that the disaster was “en- 
tirely and very easily avoidable,” he 
then, under direct question by the 
eourt, placed the blame square!y on 
the shoulders of Commander Zachary 
Lans@owne, who went down to death 
with his ship. Asked on what grounds 
he did this, the witness said: 

Ran Into Storm Center. 

“In my opinion the ship ran de- 
liberately into the center of the storm 
for at least an hour after danger 
signals had been shrieking out Joud. 
With the ship having sufficient power 
for steerage way she easily should 
have got out of danger. I stand ready 
to prove this from the evidence pre- 
sented this court.” 

“Are you prepared to say that had 
you been in charge of the Shenan- 
doah, you could have escaped the 
storm?” asked Rear Admiral Jones, 
president of the court. 

“I am proud to say that I believe 
I could have,” replied Captain Heinen. 

Captain Heinen explained it was 
his theory that the first danger signals 
were evident at the time Lieutenant 
Commander C. L. Rosendahl, senior 
surviving officer, and navigator of 
the Shenandoah relieved Lieutenant 
Commander Hancock in the control 
ear before conditions had become such 
that it was decided to call Commander 
Lansdowne. At that time, he said, 
the ship was drifting to the right, a 
danger signal that should have. been 
heeded immediately. - 

Would Have Avoided Vortex. 


Then he explained’ the theory of 
how the ship shovid have kept its 


head to the wind:so that she would 
have avoided the vertex of the dis- 
turbance. : 

“If I may be permitted to refer 
to it.” Heinen said, “the ship had 
much the same *xperience when the 
Shenandoah broke away from the 
mooring mast here Iast January.” 

Captain Heinen was on the wit- 
ness stand for three hours and his 
examination had not been concluded 
when court adjourned until tomorrow.

FRENGH PLUNGING 
INTO RIFF LINES 
10 JOIN SPANISE 


12,000 Troops Launch 
New Offensive Which 
May Bring Junction of 
Their Forces With Allies

Fez, September 30.—Twelve thou 
sand French troops, plunging directly 
into the Riffian lines north of Ki- 
fane, have launched a new offensive 
which already has made material 
gains and may effect an important 
junction of the French and Spanish 
fronts. 

The French clfensive, beginning at 
dawn Wednesday, still continues. Tre- 
mendous artillery preparation preceded 
the advance and fighting was severe 
when the infantry swung into action. 
Riffian troops offered stubborn resis-

tance, but the French captured a num- 


ber of important peaks and routed the 
Riffians from several of their strong- 


holds. 
Concentrations Bombed. 


The Riffian concentrations were 
bombed and dispersed in the central 
sector east of Babounner and in the 
upper QOQuerga valley. 

The French operation was directed 
at the territory north and east of 
Kifane. Spanish advance posts are 
situated twenty-five miles northeast 
of Kifane, but the present Franco- 
Spanish line swings in a wide circle 
at this region. : 

A junction of the two forces in a 
straight line between Kifane and Azir- 
midar would shorten the line by hun- 


dreds of miles and cut off a number of |

MOROCCANS SHELL 
TETUAN, IS CLAIM. 

Tangier, September 30.—(#)—Te- 
tuan, capital of Spanish Morocco, was 
heavily shelled by the rebel Moroc- 
eans, using .75-millimeter guns, Mon- 
day night, according to advices reach- 
ing here today. 

The bombardment was directed 
against the city from the hills to the 
southeast. 

The Spanish admit casualties of 
seven killed or wounded. Some ani- 
mals also were hit and buildings were 
damaged. 

The Spanish artillery replied to the 
Riffian fire by shelling over the town 
from the hills to the north of Tetuan. 
Eventually the rebels’ guns were 
silenced. 

It is not known what casualties 
were inflicted on the Riffians. 


The rebel bombardment is believed 
to be a counter-move to the Spanish 
advance from the Alhucemas Bay re- 
gion on Ajdir, Abd-El-Krim’s capital, 
which is within four miles of the 
Spanish lines. The Riffiuns appar- 


‘ently have taken advantage of the re- 


duced garrison defending Tetuan. 
The civil population of Tetuan is 


‘uneasy as a result of the bombard- 


ment. However, the impogtant com- 
munications with Ceuta, to the north 
of Tangier, to the northwest, have 
not been affected and traffic on these 
roads continues normal, 

In consequence of the new Riffian 
threat to the Spanish capital, all the 
Spanish troops on leave in Tangier 
have been recalled to active duty.

SUBMARINE GREW 


Rear Admiral Christy In- 
sists All Hope Is Lost;

Washington, September 30.—(4)— 
Orders were issued by the navy de- 
partment today for continuance of the 
attempts at rescuing men from the 
submarine S-51, sunk off Block Island 
and with no thought given at present 
to salvage operations on the craft 
itself, 

This action was taken in answer 
to a recommendation from Rear Ad- 
miral Christy, commanding the con- 
trol force and in charge of the rescue 
‘operations, that after tomorrow atten- 
‘tion be turned to salvaging the ship. 
Admiral Christy expressed the opinion 
‘that, with the rough weather and the 
time that has elapsed since the ship 
was sunk, this course should be pur- 
sued, 

The department, in reply, declared 
a more definite reason would have to 
be given before efforts were diverted 
from’ saving any men who might be 
alive. It is not the intention to give 
up hope, it was declared, so long as 
the slightest basis for hoping con- 
tinues.,

As Episcopal Leaders Meet 


New Orleans, September 30.—(*). 
'The agenda, or bases, of discussions 
‘upon which agreement upon chureh 
unity will be sought at the world 
conference on Christian unity, called 
for August, 1927, was made public 
today in advance of the meeting of 
the 48th triennial general convention 
of the Episcopal church, to assemble 
in New Orleans, October 7. 

Eight subjects are listed for dis- 
cussion at the proposed world con- 


| ference which will meet at Lausanne, 


Switzerland. These subjects were 
agreed upon at a conference in Stock- 
holm, Sweden, last August. A _ prob- 
lem regarded,as vital is that of the 
creed. 


Declaration of Belief. 
Upon this subject the agenda says: 
| “With a view to greater unity, it 
;is essential that the now separated 
parts of the church should unite in 
‘an explicit declaration of their fun- 
damental beliefs, 

“The now separated churches need 
to come to an agreement with regard 
to the position whieh the reunited 
church should take up concerning the 
most ancient statements of the 
church's faith, the creeds commonly 
calied the Nicene and the Apostle’s 


creed, 


“The following should be the posi- 
tion of the reunited church towards 
ithe Nicene and Apostle’s creed: 

' “It professes its belief in the truths 
set forth in these ¢reeds. 

“*It leaves the times and manners 
of the use of these creeds to the de- 
eision of the local churches.

‘conditions of the days of the Apostles, 
‘when the only churches were local 
| parts of the one church, and, it was 
‘obvious, to all men that in one place 
there was only one church. 

“As the church carries the saving 
truths of the gospel to all the lands in 
‘all times, and, thus deserves more and 
| more its ancient appellation, Catholics,

Errors Behind McLaughlin 
- Cost Crackers Victory; 
Sears Is Fielding Star

Beset again by the ill ludk that 


beat him often early in the season, 
Hollis McLaughlin, Cracker right- 
hander, was sent down to a 1-to-0 
defeat Wednesday at Spiller field as 
the Fort Worth Panthers won the 
sixth game of the 1925 Dixie series 
and mounted Pullmans for Texas with 
their fifth southern championship. 
The final game drew 11,925 fans to 
the field. 

McLaughlin piféhed one of the best 
games of his career. Joe Pate, the 
Cat hurler opposing him. pitched less 
real baseball than he did to beat the 
Crackers in the second game a weelf 
ago. An error by Brock let in the 
one Panther run, or they might have 
battled in a scoreless tie until dark. 

McLaughlin was beset by ill luek in 
his pitching, especially with Umpire 
Red Hill having ‘another seige of 
hallucinations, similar to that he suf- 
fered a week ago when he was behind 
the plate. 

Sears Prevents Triple. 

The worst luck that befell Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin though, came when he was 
starring in the role of the hitter. In 
the second inning, with two men on 
base, McLaughlin came to the plate. 
There were two outs. McLaughlin 
waved a wicked stick in the air and 
pounded the first one over. Sears, in 
left field, began the gallop toward the 
scoreboard the minute he heard the 
wood whimper under the contact. The 
ball caught up with him, a long liner, 
labeled a triple at least, when Sears, 
still running back, stuck his mitt in 
the ozone and hauled it down on his 
finger tips. 

That was the old ball game, and the 
old series, and the last day of work 
this season, to say nothing of the last 
day this vear on which baseball turn- 
stiles will turn in the shekels that 
have been more numerous, this season 
than in,any preceding season.
